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UNION CEMETERY--LaMOILLE, ILLINOIS 


Union Cemetery, also known to some as the Clapp Cemetery, possibly because 
it lies directly across from the Clapp farm, is located about three miles straight 
north of LaMoille, Bureau County, Illinois. It lies on the left-hand side of the 
road as one travels north. It lies back off the road with a well-graveled, tree- 


bordered lane leading to it. 1354496 


The cemetery was organized in 1846 and incorporated July 27, 1906 under the 
name of "Union Cemetery Association of LaMoille", with J. M. Rapp as president, 
Charles L. Hatch, secretary and treasurer, and a board of directors which included 
Charles L. Hatch, S. P. Eddy, H. H. Kennedy, A. N. Clapp and J. M. Rapp. 


Gilbert Thom, born at Berry Hillock, Aberdeen Shire, Scotland July 16, 1816 
died at LaMoille, Illinois April 13, 1899, bequeathed one acre under a quit-claim 
deed dated February 20, 1869. His wife, Mah-Myatla Green Thom, was born at Caz- 
enovia, New York June 14, 1821 and died at Sheldon, Illinois August 4, 1884. 


Jacob Stellwagon, born at Heimersheim, Darmstadt, Germany August 23, 1805 
died at Mendota, Illinois September le, 1892. His wife, Margaret Faubel Stell- 
wagon was born at Wonshein, Germany November 20, 1814 and died at Mendota, Illi- 
nois March 22, 1883. They bequeathed three-quarters of an acre, the quitclaim 
deed dated June 21, 1869 and recorded March 30, 1870. 


: Charles L. Hatch, born at Sublette, Illinois December 12, 1848, married 
- Catherine Barse, born at Detroit, Michigan September 21, 1849. She died at Sub- 
lette, Illinois November 21, 1905. Mr. Hatch bequeathed three acres, warranty 
' deeds dated respectively November 17, 1906 and May 25, 1907 and recorded on No- 
~ vember 23, 1906 and May 30, 1907, dedicated to the memory of his beloved wife, 

. Catherine Barse Hatch, deceased. 


The first burial recorded, or at least decipherable, is that of Morgon Hart, 
August 1, 1837, followed by five Williams children, 2 Angier children, Margaret 


< Dexter, George Bradshaw, Helen M. Hart, Ira Dayton, 2 Rust children, Austin Long, 


~ Frances Edwards, Rachel Conkling and Marcia Cook -- all before 1850. There may 
have been others whose graves are unmarked, or the inscriptions so worn that they 
can not be read. 


Data from Bradsby's or Harrington's "Histories of Bureau County, Illinois", 
or from "Tax Payers and Voters of Bureau County" has been included to make the 
records more complete. 


These cemetery records were compiled by Scott Dayton and the late Louisa

BEATTY, Francis: records do not agree on this man; Tax-payers and Voters of 
Bureau County says he was b. in Coburg, Canada in April 1823; another ref. 
gives his birth as April 22, 1822; and family records say he was born in 
Ireland April 22, 1811; his wife, Catherine Smith was born in Franklin Co. 
Mass,, a daughter of Merrick and.Calista (Phillips) Smith. 


CLAPP, John; .this family came from Hampshire County, Mass.; it goes back to 
Capt. Roger Clapp who m, Joanna Ford, daughter of Thomas Ford in 1633.

NOTES ON THESE FAMILIES - from Bradsby's "History of Bureau County, Illinois" 
and "Tax-Payers and Voters of Bureau County, Illinois" - note discrepancies 


BABSON, Theodore -"Born December 3, 1804 Middlesex County, Mass.; married Septem- 
ber 15, 1838 Betsey Emery, from Biddleford (Biddeford) York Co., Maine born 
November 22, 1804. Betsey died May 26, 1874." According to the cemetery re- 
cords, it was a son of the above, who died January 14, 1890 aged 85 years; how- 
ever, these figures fit exactly, not a son of Theodore and Betsey, but Theodore 
husband of Betsey. Also, if Betsey died May 27, 1874, she would have been -- 
not 53 or 63, but 69 years, 6 mo. of age. "Tax-Payers" states that Theodore 
and Betsey had only one daughter; however, that may mean that there was only 


one daughter who grew to adulthood. 


FABER, John - John Faber, and his wife Christine, were natives of Germany; her 


name is given as 'Reckenback' and 'Recdenbaugh'. 


John's age at death is given 


by Bradsby as 59 years, which would make his birth nearer 1818 than 1814; or 
according to the cemetery records, he would have been 62 years of age. Fred 
Faber, probably the one mentioned in the cemetery records, married Mary Gruber 
March 15, 1883; she was daughter of Nicholaus Gruber and was born October 30, 


1863. 


TRUCKENBROD, Henry - Henry and his wife, Margaretha (Bauer) Truckenbrod lived and 


died in Germany.

1852, Margaretha Truckenbrod; her death is given by Bradsby as February 15,
